The Highway Rebbery in Texas—Par-
tienlars of the Onirage—Chloroioria
Weed by the Rutllians,

I¥p1aNoLA, Texas, December 22.—One of the
most daring highway robberies was commitied
oun Saturdgy night, December 17, on the St An-
tonio road, at Hcleto, Kurnes county, between
Mr. Kelly’'s and Mrs., Hutclinson's stage stand,
on an esieemed merchant of New Orleans, Mr, J.
P. A, Mertz (wrongly telegraphed J, M. Arnoth),
who was robbed of all his money, $116,000 in
currency and United Btates bonds and part in
English bank notes, The particulars, s¢ uear as
1 have been able to learn, are as follows:—

Mr, Mertz left on the 9th of December, on the
steamer Magnolia, for Indianola; artOpppJ al Gal-
vestlon three days, and arrived on Friday night,
the 15th, at Indianols, He started on Saturday,
16th of December, with Murphy’s Express for
Victoria, and stopped there that night. On
Sunday, the 17th, lelt Victoria in, with Mur-
phy's Express, for Ecleto. When within four
miles of Kelly's he got out of the express, und
took a private wagon o go to Mr, C. Cnmpbell's,
about one-hall mile from the road, He was ac-
companied by two men, one driving and the
other sitting inside. Aftwer they bad been about
a quarter of an hour on the road, the wagon
stopped, and the driver came inside and said he
wanted to get a piece ol twine to fix the harness,

Instead of getting the twine he grasped Mr,
Merte's revolver, and the other man grasped him
by the other side and took the other one from

. They then tind his arms on his back and
tied & hendkerchief over his mouth and wnose,
wet with ehloroform, and in a few minntes he
was genseless,  When he awoke he found him-
sell on the praine, sbout two miles from Mrs,

Carpenter’s, One of hi¢ valises was gone, with

all his money. His revolvers are quite new,

with pearl handles, and gilt, His carpet-bag
wae opén near him, and a bottle which had cou-
tained chloroform.

A reward of $5000 has been offered lor the cap-
ture of the cowardiy villaing, and it 18 hoped
that they will not be able to give justice the

whatever, just as the traln onme up: The blade
ontered the upper part of the abdomen, in the
intercostal spuce, between and forward of the
eighth and nintn ribs. MoDonald pressed his
hand on the wound and cried out that he was
murdered.

THE GREAT BANK DEFALCATION
IN VERMONT.

Further, Interesting Particulars — The
tashier Encapes with 565,000,

A correspondent of the Boston Journai gives
the following particulars of the banlk defnlostion
in Vermont:—

“The Missisauol Dank was chartered in 1830,
and went into operstion, I think, in the spring
of 1861, My, Hewry Howes, now of the Sixth
Auditor's Office, Boston, wus 1ts first cashier.
Upon the otganization of the 8i. Albans Bank,
three years later, Mr, Howes wos called to the
casghiership of it, and Mr. Hubbell, previously a
teller in one of the banks st Burlington, was
chosen cashier of the bank at Sheldon, He car--
ried to the position a good name, and enjoyed
the confidence of all who knew him, ns a worthy,
competent young man.  There wae no possible
occasion to aoubt his integrity, nor wis there
ever, until his strange disappearance eight weeks
ngo, and then, so far were the bank directors
from havinguny suspicions of wrong on his part,
that, having made & cursory examination of his
scconnts and finding everything correct, they so
unnounced poublicly, to keep good the credit ot
thewr bunk sod to alluy the fears of bill-holders,

“Here it should be stated that the direclors in
thie examination scted in the utmost good faith,
There was no disposition on their part to uphold
for a Hitle tiwe an insolvent institution by de-
ceiving the public: but such waes their confi-
dence in Mr. Hubbell, and 20 nicely were the
frauds concenled, that they themselves were de-
ceived until within the present week, when,
through some unknown cauze, suspicions of the
unsoundness of the bank gained ground rapidly,
and bill-bolders, mostly farmers and proguce
dealers from the eastern section of the county,
huve been constantly rushing in to have their
bills redeemed. The ‘run' thus made proved
more than the bank could stand and carry on its

business. This led to a4 further and more ex-
tended exumination, with the results herein
named,

“1 lewrn from gentlemen of ungquestioned re-
lnbility—moien who have seen the books of the
bank, and who therefore speak advisedly—the
following facts;:—That the defaleation, as above
gtated, amouuls to about $65,000; that the em-
bezzlements have bean mostly in small sams,
and have been L"filn% on for vears; that they
have been concealed by every concelvable spe-
cies of cunnbogly devised fulse emries and foot-
ings; that the uassets of the bank are more than
sufficient for the vedemption of its bills; that
Hubbell probably carried away with hum about
twenty-five thousand dollars; and that the largest
gingle ubstraction was in Unlted States bonds,
ordered in the ngme of the bank a short Hme
before he leit, but never accounted for by him
after they wero received,

“By the law: of Vermont every neoded protec-
tion 18 atforded to bilkholders. Directors are
made individually responsible for the redemp-
tion of the bills, and are required to give bonds
accordingly. The directors of this bank are gen-
tlemen ol u.l:m;-.putrd integrity, Some of them
are well kpown to the mercantile profession of
your oity and New York. Their nnmes ure as
Tollows s—Alfred Keith, R, J, Sa xe, Al M, Brown,
"‘Willlan &, Green, Homer B, Habbell, und Jas-
pur Rand, Thoy are nll men of meuns, and will
shrink from no rosponsibility which thig new
and {r.lillllw| pluse ot the alfulrs of thelr bank
may tmpose vpen them. Blll-holders may regard
themeelves s perfectly sure to have their hilly

redecmed, b are tauntioned wealnst selling
them at ad int to speculators, Yovug Hub-
bell'e mant ol Hie has in oo respect been #uch

i to nwakon cuspictong of anvthing wrong, He
has never been dissolute, His only peculiarity
has been Lo excossive and somotimes singolar
